'\VABIIIXCTON, January 26.—The aen- 


-•ate hnd a busy aeesion today. Oaba, the 
proposed international monetary con- 
ierence and the Nicaragua canal came 
in for a share of attention. Mr. Turpia 
•of Indiana closed his speech on the 
Cuban resolutions, urging that Spain 
•bad utterly failed to quell the outbreak 
-snd that the United States should inter- 
vene. 


The Wolcott bill for an international 


monetary conference wag considered for 
the first time. Mr. White, Democrat of 


• California; Mr. Cannon, Independent of 
Utah, aud Mr. Daniel', Democrat of Vir- 
ginia, uriied that the conference would 
be futile aud was not intended aa a seri- 
ous mo vein en t toward bimetallism. It 
"was made evident, however, that the 
bill would meet little opposition beyond 
the expression of senators that the bill 
would accomplish nothing. Mr. Stewart 
offered &n monument providing that in 
case the conference failed the secretary 
of the treasury should within thirty 
days begin the free and unlimited coin- 
age of both gold and silver. No final 
action on tho bill was taken. 


The Nicaragua canal debate was re- 


fmtned, Mr. Daniol speaking against the 
measure. Mr. Morgan sabuiltted a let- 
ter from President Hitchcock of the 
canal company, replying to the recent 
letter of Minister Ilodrignez. Mr. Mor- 
gan aleo offered fin amendment designed 
to meet the objections presented by Mr. 
Bodriguez, 


In presenting a remonstrance against 


the bill said to restore the practice of 
flogging on vessels, Mr. Frye, Republi- 
can of Maine, said there was no measure 
pending which In any way restored Hog- 


but on the contrary the bill rc- 
to gave greater security than ever 
ferred 
before to= sailora against 'brutality on 
ehipboard. 


Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts endoavored 


to pass the bill authorising tho chief 
justice of lite supreme court to designate 
a member of the federal judiciary to ait 
in tho hearing of the 1/Abra mining 
caaoB before thu court of claims, but on 


- objection tlie hill wont over. 


Mr. Ttirpio then resumed hie speech 


on the Cuban question. Ho spoke of 
tbo papers recently Bunt to tho senate, 
•reciting the ulaitna of Americana ogaiuet 
Spain. These if ullowed could not bo 
paid in yeuurutions from Spain's ini- 
poveriehed puree. 


"I would rather trust the resources of 


'the OtibAii republic," declared 
thu 


senator, "than thoae of Spain, stripped 
aa ehe will be of the resources of Cuba." 


Mr. Turpie tiiencitud tho inatancea in 


which Bpeedy recognition had been 
Ktven by tlie United States to the revo- 
lutionists of South American republics 
•frainat Spain, and also Spain's recogni- 
tion of the Confederacy. 


Two years after tha Argentine out- 


break President Monroe urged recogni- 
tion of belligerency, and four years 
after the outbreak urged the recogni- 
tion of independence. There WAS no 
cuiCKGstion of autonomy, home rule and 
teetering peaco; and yet this outbreak, 
au<I Mr. Turpie, was brief compared 
with tho present ono in OubR;now iu 
ita twelfth year, 


There wae no fear of war with Spain, 
aald the senator. There never had oeen 
euch a war and he hoped and believed 
there never would. Tho recognition of 
belligerency waa a recognized right, not 
* cause of wrir, 


After Mr. Turpie had referred to Mon- 
roe's repelling Kiiropeuu intervention, 
the Senator added : "And now wo hear 
it intimated that European powers fire 
: to intervene in favor of Spain. It would 


be an apt ollicial reply, in that case, 
•that the United States will repulse in- 
tervention. 
Vet all we hear is 'pacifica- 


tion,1 'paciiicationof the island.' There 
ia not an Intimation that European in* 
tervention will bo repelled, but if I tnuat 
flay it, rather an anxiety that tho revo- 
lution elmll fail." 


Mr. Turpie closed as followa: "If the 


Unban patriots succeed we may then 
claim we were friends of that republic; 
friend e in need, in the hour and day of 
danger. 
If failure ia before them— 


'which may God avert—our notion will 
etiU 
lose 
nothing of Brace or 
of 


grandeur, and we shall then keep faith 
with the quenchless spirit of freedom, 
and in the words of the great emanci- 
pator, I wish all men everywhere, might 
He free.'' 


HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, January 20.—The house 


•overrode another of President Cleve- 
land's pension vetoes today by a vote of 
137 to 52. The bill pensioned Jonathan 
Scott of the Sixth Iowa cavalry, who is 
now living at Oswego, Kas., at the rate 
•of $72 per month. Mr. Cleveland i 
toad it uu the ground that tho disability 
(or which the beneficiary was to bo 
petitioned wns not contracted in the scr- 


The rest of the day was devoted to a 


continuation of tho debate on the In- 
dian appropriation bill. Only n few 
amendments were adopted and those 
were of minor importance. 
About 


twenty-five pages of the bill were cov- 
«red. 


A bill to satisfy & peculiar claim was 


passed, on motion of Mr. Turner, Demo- 
crat of Georgia. It waa the claim of 
John F. McRae, a deputy United States 
marshal, for keeping thirty-six African 
slaves, landed by the ship Wanderer at 
•Savannah, Gn., in 18t>9, until they could 
to shipped buck to their homes in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the laws 
for the suppression of the slave traffic. 
The amount was $-162. 


In the coouree of the discussion about 


the Indian schools Mr, Murphy of Ari- 
zona questioned the good results of the 
present Indian educational ay stem, so 
far aa it related to those who were re- 
turned to their reservations. He de- 
clared ovary Apache who was educated 
in the East and who returned to his 
reservation was wearing the breech- 
'doth today. He said upon their return 
they were hazed and subjected to the 
utmost cruelty. 


Mr, Hart, Republican of Pennsylva- 


nia, warmly defended the work of the 
Cariiato Indian school. Ho stated that 
many of the Indiana who came there 
wearing blankets, after four years of 
college training went out into the world 
audjinade 80 good citizens aa there were 
in the United States. 


Mr. Curtis, Republican of Kansas, 


admitted that ao far as Arizona waa con- 
cerned it was unfortunate that educated 
Indiana were returned to their reoerva- 
tiona, BB a crow fly ing over Rome of these 
Toecrvntiona would have to carry hia 


dinner with him. 13ut where the In- 
dians had good, tillable lands, he denied 
that they returned to savan«ry. He 
paid a high tribute to the work tho edu- 
cated Indiana were doing in lumens and 
other states. 


"Hove not the Indians developed the 


powers in football?" asked Mr. Groe- 
venor of Ohio. 


"1 believe they have/' 
"And ie not football considered in our 


modern colleges the highest test of 
culture and civilization?" (Laughter.) 


Mr. Hartman of Montana offered an 


amendment which produced a howl of 
laughter, recalling as it did tho recent 
exposure in connection with the notor- 
ious Seeley dinner in New York. It 
provided for an appropriation of $1,000,- 
000,000 for tueeducation and civilization 
of the Seeley savages of the "Man- 
hattan reservation." The house greeted 
the reading of the amendment with a 
hearty laugh. Mr. Hartman made no 
remarks upon it and it waa ruled out on 
the point of order that it was "new 
legislation." 


When the subject of the Dawes In- 


dian commiGBion waa reached, Mr. Sher- 
man aaid the committee had performed 
a remarkable work. The committee 
waa taking a census of the Indiana, 
which waa almost completed. They had 
negotiated treaties with the Choctaw 
and Chickasaw nations, and if they were 
allowed to finish their work it would 
bring about a condition in the Indian 
territory of which every American could 
be proud. 


Without completing the consideration 


of the item relating to the commission, 
at 5.20 p.m. tlie house adjourned.

People of tliu Lower Castes Starv- 


ing—Gangs of Bobbers FI1- 


lueiug Graiu ijtorns.

BiJArun (Prealdency o( Bombay), Jan- 


uary '20,—Tho correspond But of the As- 
sociated Preys, who is visiting tho dis- 
tressed proviucoe of India, has arrived 
at Bijapur, about 245 milob southeast of 
Bombay, ontl flude in tbia district tho 
keenest distreee, eepcclally anaonc the 
people of tho lower castes. They are ou 
the verge of starvation and aro only 
saved from It by the government relief 
work which enables 
them to earn 


enough money to tit least keep body and 
soul together, 
while 
awaiting tho 


brighter state of affairs, which recent 
rains are expected to provide later in 
tho year. 


It is estimated that one-tenth of the 


cattle in this district have already per* 
iahed from lack of fodder, and this 
cause will undoubtedly be considerably 
increased between now and the growing 
of the new crops. In the flelda have 
been aeon lying numbers of carcases of 
animals being devoured hy vultures. 
There are many gangs of robbers en- 
gaged in pillaging grain stores whenever 
an opportunity arises, aud the prisons 
are full of thieves who have been cap- 
tured while stealing grain or attempt* 
ing to do so. 


Among the masses there are many 


casea of illueaa, arising from lack of 
proper nourishmentanii emaciation,and 
it is regarded aa certain that cholera 
will reach this district sooner or later, 
owing-to the carelessness of tho people, 
who dread being taken to the hospitals 
provided for their care, believing that 
they are certain to die within a fortnight 
if they enter a hospital. 


Beyond doubt tho utmost resources of 


the goTerument will he taxed before 
long in the efforts which will have to 
be made to cope with tho steadily in- 
creasing distress.

MUST BE SETTLED LOCALLY. 


The Chinese War Not a Case for 


the State Department. 


WASHINGTON, January 2U.—The etate 


department has declined to be drawn 
into the great factional fight now going 
on in San Francisco between the two 
big Chinese secret societies, the Sam 
Yups and the See Yupi, which has been 
marked already by murder and other 
deeds of violence. About two weeks 
ago, at the instance of Senator White, 
Assistant Secretary Itockhill listened to 
the statement from a San Francisco 'at- 
torney representing the See Yaps who 
Bought to have tho state department 
intervene to prevent the Chinese consul 
at San Francisco from taking action 
hostile to that of thu society. It was 
soon made apparent to the state depart- 
ment that this was not a matter for ac- 
tion, certainly at this time, if at all. It 
is held in the department tho society 
must lind its recourse in tlie local law, 
which can restrain the offending official 
if cause is shown. II it is, however, held 
by the local or state authorities that 
this ie a case demanding the action of 
the national government, the issue can 
bo made only by formal complaint by 
the governor ol

REORGANIZATION. 


Pacific 
Stockholders 


Act Promptly. 


Wilt 


NEW YORK, January 26.—The reorgan- 


ization committee of the Union Pacific 
railroad makes the formal statement to 
the bond and stockholders that an agree* 
ment with the United States govern- 
ment having been reached, steps have 
been taken to proceed promptly with 
the reorganisation. No material modi- 
fication of plans appear to be necessary 
except that the two classes of junior 
bonds, being the Union Pacific sinking 
fund bonds and Kansas Pacific consoli- 
dated bonds, may be offered a somewhat 
smaller allotment in tlic new first mort- 
gage bonds, and an increased allotment 
of pnef erred stocks. 


The committee deems it prudent to 


postpone tho formal declaration as to 
when tlie plans will become operative 
until its arrangement with the United 
States government is carried into final 
effect. 


A DETECTIVE FINED.

STATE SENATE. 


Printing Office Appropriation Bill 


Passed. 


SACUAMKNTO, January 26.—In the sen- 


ate this afternoon the bill appropriating 
$75,000 for the stato ptlnting n I lien was 
passed, Withington and Pedlar voting 
no. 


Androua* bill providing for tho do- 


atruction of municipal bonds of cities of 
the fifth class, where the samo have 
been executed and remain unsold, was 
passed without a dissenting vote.' 


The bill introduced by Senator Dwyer 


conferring power upon the governing 
body of cities of the 
first class to pro- 


vide for the erection of a municipal hos- 
pital, and to levy u tax for that pur- 
pose, was pasHod and ordered immedi- 
ately sent to tho assembly. 


(Senator Holloway's bill authorizing 


the governing body of cities of the sixth 
C!ASB to" levy an additional tax of 35 
cents on the $100 of assessable property, 
passed to the third rending file. 


The bill authorizing the appointment 


of a Japanese interpreter for tho courts 
of San Francisco came up for second 
reading. Tho bill fixed Llio compensa- 
tion of that ollicial at $150 pur month. 
Braunhart offered an amendment fixing 
the salary at $100 per month. Braun- 
hart in a short vigorous speech declared 
that San Francisco did not neort a Jap- 
anese interpreter, and lie would not 
vote to saddle the people of San Fran- 
cisco with au additional ollicial with a 
high salary. 


After considerable discussion on the 


proposition to refer tho matter to the 
San Francisco delegation, a solution of 
the difficulty which threatened to block 
legislation for the remainder of the day 
was found in Smith's withdrawal of his 
motion to refer the bill to toe San Fran- 


Chinese consul general, which com- 
plaint, if made in duo course, will be 
taid before the Chinese govorumeut 
through its minister at Washington or 
through Mr. Deuby. minister to Peking.

PHILADELPHIA, January 20.—A tiny 


spiral of smoke curled out of the cellar 
window of a big building on Market 
street at G.50 o'clock this morning. A 
few hours later one of the most valuable 
blocks in the city had been consumed in 
raging flames. It was tho block bounded 
by Market, Thirteenth, Filbert and 
Jupiter streets, in the very heart of the 
city. A few steps to the right looms 
the massive city hali; around the corner 
stands the Philadelphia railroad termi- 
nal and directly across tho way John 
Wanarnaker's great atore stretches from 
street to street. So fierce waa the llame 
und so strong the wind which aided its 
destructive work, that even this build- 
ing, dietant the width of Market etreet, 
wao saved almost by miracle from total 
destruction, and Mr. Wanauiaker to- 
night places Ilia loea at $100,000. The 
total IOBB ia variously estimated at from 
$1,000,000 to $2,500,000, but in the choas 
and confusion now existing, it ia all but 
impossible to secure accurate figures. 
The loaeea aro very generally covered by 
insurance. 


The tire originated in the basement of 


the six-story building extending from 
1309 to 1315 Market street, occupied in 
the lower floors by Hansom Bros., gro- 
cers, and above by the umbrella factory 
of Hiruch Bros. The smoke waa dis- 
covered by a policeman, who promptly 
turned iu an alarm,but the fire madoaucu 
headway that before the engines could 
be put to work tho building wag a mass 
of llame. With unaccountable rapidity 
it then spread in all directions, destroy- 
ing about thirty buildings before it had 
been finally controlled. The fire reachei 
tho big tower on Wanamuker's store 
about an hour after it started, and tho 
engines of the department went to work 
to Have that building. Tho tower was 
destroyed, together with the valuable 
clock and chimes, the roof along the 
Market street front was bully uiitnaged, 
and a groat deal of the stock m the front 
of the store Buffered from amoko and 
water. 


Smoke penetrated almost every por- 


tion of the big store and the diunuge to 
delicato dry good a from Una cause will 
he heavy. Had the llames enveloped 
Wnnamaker's nothing could have pre- 
vented the destruction of scores of big 
buildings on Chestnut etreet, which U 
now closely built. 


Mr. Wimamaker was early on the 


scene. At the present time he ouiployd 
4200 peoplo, and at) many of the tucu in 
this army of employes aa would be ol 
use in fighting the flames were admitted 
to the store. The admirable precaution 
that the Inflammable nature of the 
Btructure had made necessary, rendered 
the work of the .trained fire brigade 
easy and at the name time effective.

Attorney Short Bubjeeted him to a 
severe croBS-exarniuation, and tho two 
had a number of interesting tilts. 


The experts wero unhesitating in 


declaring that the draft and tho other 
papers were forgeries.

slightest emotion at anything,

Mrs. Sanders was in court during the 
day.

They had only to confront 
tho physical obstacles to their possession 
of the extrusive territories which at- 
trnctcd and rcwiti'ek'd their eiiligh toned 
energy, aud iuimigration accelerated 
the formation of a glorious common- 
wealth. 
Tlio Greeks, oiuorgiHg from 


iiKt'3 of debusing serfdom, had no politi- 
cal or .social cr i n toll cat u:il preparation 
for the work of regeneration. After hav- 
ing nchievcd by dint of desperate efforts 
the independence of n part ouly of tJieir 
land and race they hud to undergo ;i 
series of revolutions before Bottling 
down into an organized body politic. 
Moreover, tlio belief that the national 
unity is not yet complete has tended, 
and long may tend, to retard tlio work 
of internal development.
